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1960 TOWN MEETING 


The Town Officers were elected for the first time by non- 
partisan ballot. The Tax Collector was authorized to allow dis- 
counts on taxes paid before December 1st, and to appoint a 
Deputy. The Selectmen were authorized to sell property taken 
by tax title or otherwise, and to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes. 


The following special articles were approved; 
$2,500. to rebuild Pork Hill Road 
$2,000. for drainage of Factory Street 
$200 for purchase of land now used as a brush dump at 
Hyde Hill from the George H. Wakefield Estate. 
$200. for purchase of land from the Daniel Paris Estate 
to be used by the Highway Department. 
$3,000. to rebuild Forest Road at the Carry. 


The meeting approved the article put in the Warrant by 
the Water & Sewer Commissioners asking for a committee to 
study the operation of the Department. 


The article included in the Warrant by petition asking for 
$3,000. to blacktop a section of road on Cotton Mountain was 
passed over. 


The Voters approved a Police Commission, 408 for and 336 
against, and raised $300. to pay the commissioners. 


The meeting voted to borrow $9,000. on 5 year serial notes 
for new equipment, but turned down a motion to raise another 
$11,300. for additional highway equipment. 


The meeting voted to adopt an ordinance relative to the 
repair, closing, demolition or removal of dwellings unfit for 
human habitation. 


The Planning and Zoning Commission was directed to hold 
public hearings during 1960 for the purpose of determining 
desirable amendments to the present Zoning Ordinance, which 
amendments shall be presented to the 1961 Town Meeting. 


A request for an additional $1,000. in the Civil Defense 
appropriation was turned down. 


Total Town Budget approved, $212,788.52, plus $25,000.00 
for County Tax, making a total of $237,788.52. This does not 
include the School Budget which will be voted at School Meeting. 


At the SPECIAL TOWN MEETING held March 29, 1960, 
the following Police Commissioners were elected: One year, Norris 
R. Sanborn; two years, Joseph I. Melanson; three years, Theo- 
dore J. Sturgis.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Memorial Hall 
in said Town on the second Tuesday of March next, from ten A. 
M. until 8 P. M. for the casting of ballots, and at 7 P. M. to act 
on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Auditors, Treas- 
urer, Collector of Taxes, and Town Constable for the ensuing 
year, one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust Funds 
for three years, one Library Trustee for three years, one Water & 
Sewer Commisioner for three years, three members of the Budget 
Committee for three years, two parks and playgrounds Commis- 
sioners for three years, one Fire Commissioner for three years, 
one Municipal Light Commissioner for three years, and one or 
more Overseers of the Poor for one year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose one Highway Agent, or to instruct 
the Selectmen to appoint one Highway Agent. 


ARTICLE 8. To choose all other Town Officers and Agents. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate of discount 
not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow money on 
short term notes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation 
of taxes. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended by 
Chapter 7 of the Laws of 1945. 

To see if the Town will approve and adopt 
the recommendations of the Budget Committee and raise and 
appropriate the various sums contained in the report and listed 
in the Budget.

Selectmen’s Progress Report 


Taxes: 

The annual inventory was taken, and our town is still 
growing in assets, which now sttand at $8,836,132., an increase 
of $273,815. over a year ago. The tax rate was $44.60 per 
thousand all over the town. 


The budget was again increased by $31,286.54 over a year 
ago. 
Your selectmen are always striving to render the people the 


greatest amount of service at the least expense, and do every- 
thing they can to keep the tax rate down. 


PURCHASING: 


Again we saved a considerable amount of money on the 
purchase of new equipment by competitive bidding. 


HEALTH: 

Again this item had considerable attention. Our dumps 
were not only properly operated, but they were treated for rat 
control by specialists. 


Pollution of lakes and streams was properly watched, and 
our beaches and parks were cleaned, and provided with proper 
recepticals for rubbish, which in turn, were picked up at proper 
intervals. 


REAL ESTATE: 
We received total rentals of $4,626.66 for town properties. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT: 


Our police department was handled by a commission for 
which the town voted and had a busy year with the increase 
in boat, pedestrian and motor vehicle traffic. 


GENERAL ITEMS: 
The docks were improved, both at Mast Landing and at the 
town docks; also the parking area at Mast Landing was expanded. 


We improved our street lighting. 


A great deal of work was done on our town trees in connec- 
tion with the Dutch Elm disease. 


The water level of our lakes was controlled for the benefit 
of our boating public. 


A parking lot was still provided by the town on Railroad 
Avenue. 
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The selectmen again attended meetings and schools, where 
valuable information was received in assessing and town man- 
agement. 


Our civil defense director, Robert B. Emerson, did a splen- 
did job as usual, but due to business activity he was forced to 
resign. We are indeed fortunate to have such a man as H. E. 
Erickson of the Electric Light Department to take over the duties 
of the civil defense director.

Forest Road 

Pork Hill Road 


Also most of our dirt roads were much improved with drainage, 
gravel and scraping. 


May we thank all our associates in other branches of our 
town government, the tax collector, the town clerk, the police 
commission, the fire department, the school department, the 
electric light department, the water and sewer department, the 
highway department, and all others, for their cooperation and 
understanding, as well as the State and County officials which 
we contact. 


May we also thank our residents, both summer and winter, 
for their cooperation and support.

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STATEMENT OF TOWN DEBT, DECEMBER 31, 1960 
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BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The total budget for the year 1961 as recommended by the 
budget committee amounts to $479,382.39 as compared with an 
expenditure of $452,720.98 for the year 1960 which figures in- 
cludes an unpaid balance of $109,324.00 which is due to be paid 
to the Wolfeboro School District before July 1, 1961. The in- 
crease of $26,661.31 over 1960 is caused by an increase in the 
school budget of $14,930.50 also larger budgets for the Town 
Officers’ expenses, Police Department, Hospital, Libby Museum, 
Town Construction, Wharf Construction and new Highway 
Equipment. 


Borrowing in 1960 amounted to $9000.00. In 1961 we pro- 
pose to borrow $10,500.00. Income to the town other than taxes 
received or due in 1960 and money borrowed amounted to 
$86,952.74. A conservative estimate made of money we should 
receive for 1961 tax purposes should be at least $69,661.56. 


The balance of expenditures for which property taxes must 
be assessed in 1961 will be approximately $409,720.83 if the 
budget, as approved by the budget committee is accepted by 
the town meeting. On this basis and using the normal increase 
we might expect in additional property valuation the 1961 tax 
rate should be approximately $47.15 per thousand dollars of valu- 
ation as compared with the 1960 rate of $44.60 per thousand of 
valuation. 


There are four requests for appropriations which are sub- 
mitted to the town meeting without recommendation by the 
budget committee. They are: $25,000.00 for rebuilding Forest 
Road from North Main street to the foot of Wyanoke Hill; 
$7500.00 for the salary and expenses of a Town Manager. Fif- 
teen Thousand Dollars for a new Fire Truck and $200.00 for work 
on abandoned cemeteries. 


The Town Debt at this time is as follows: 
Town includes Water Dept. $154,374.00 


Electric Light Dept. 214,000.00 

School 41,400.00 

Total $409,774.00 
SCHOOLS 


This year the amount required by the school budget, for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1961 is $221,254.50, which amount 
is $14,930.50 more than last year. Last year the amount required 
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for school purposes was reported to represent 46.0 percent of the 
estimated budget. This year the amount required for school pur- 
poses represents 46.15 percent of the estimated budget. 


Over $7,000.00 more than the previous year’s cost is required 
for the education of Wolfeboro children attending Brewster 
Academy. This results from increased enrollments. The tuition 
rate of $360.00 per pupil is the same as last year. 


A special class for exceptional pupils was instituted at the 
South Wolfeboro School with six school districts sending pupils 
and sharing the costs involved. All elementary pupils of the 
Brookfield School District attend Carpenter School on a tuition 
basis. 


We wish to thank all the Department Heads, the Selectmen 
and Noyes Moore for their assistance in preparing this budget.

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TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


With this report I will have completed eleven years as Tax 
Collector. I have made many friends and, in the main, the coop- 
eration has been all one could ask. 

The amount of work has more than doubled during this rer- 
iod. In 1952 the State Head Tax was added to the Collector’s 
duties. 

A few outstanding facts should be of interest. 

For the Tax Year of 1950 the total Property Levy was 
$192,185.99, while for 1960 the Property Levy was $384,094.63, 
within $200. of being twice as much. This increase is in the main 
met by new buildings and improvements of older properties. 

Taking the “Oakwood’’-“Springfield” areas, whereas in 1950 
three tax bills were written, requiring no leg work on the part of 
the Board of Selectmen, there are now over forty tax bills writ- 
ten. All properties require a visit by the Selectmen for assessing 
purposes each year. 

Taking the Winter Harbor shores, the same ratio holds true. 
The shores of Lake Wentworth and Rust Pond have had the 
same growth. 

The increase of new homes and remodeling of older proper- 
ties along North Main Street has added substantially to the total 
valuation. 

It cannot be emphasized too strongly that Poll and Head 
Taxes are Demand Taxes, and are due when the bill is presented. 
Should a person who is liable not receive a bill, it is that person’s 
responsibility to ascertain why they did not get one. 

Persons signing an application for a driving license, regis- 
tration of a car, fishing or hunting license, should read carefully 
the affidavit before signing, as the Poll and Head Taxes for the 
previous year must be paid before applying. 

Persons involved in the transfer of property should notify 
the Board of Selectmen of such a transfer, giving the name and 
address of the new owner. Also, when an address is changed, 
the Board of Selectmen should be notified. Each year many 
tax bills are delayed in mailing because of the lack of an accurate 
address. 

If there is any question as regards a tax bill it should be 
inquired into promptly, in order to avoid interest charges for 
delayed payment after December Ist of the tax year. 

The Tax Collector maintains regular office hours three days 
a week, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday, from 9 A. M. until 
1 P. M. at the town offices, and is available at home. Part time 
tax collectors are only required by Statute to be at the town office 
one day a month. The tax collector of Wolfeboro is classified as. 
a part time officer and so compensated.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 
January 20, 1961 


The past year has been a healthy one as far as any serious 
contagious or infectious diseases. There were no cases of Polio, 
a fact that is undoubtedly due to the large number of residents 
in the susceptible age group who have received adequate Salk 
Vaccine. It is to be stressed that, according to the latest advice 
received from the U. 8S. Public Health Service, all persons up to 
50 years of age should continue to have a booster injection of 
Salk vaccine each year. This advice should be observed until 
a better or different mode of prevention against polio has been 
proven effective. 


The health of the school children continues to be watched 
carefully by Dr. Gregory and the school nurse. We were un- 
fortunate in losing the services of Mrs Olive Prince as school 
and district nurse, but were very fortunate in obtaining the 
services of Mrs. Elizabeth Brown, R. N., who started her duties 
in September. 


The Orthopedic Clinics and Preventive Inoculations Clinics 
held at Huggins Hospital have been successful due to the efforts 
and efficiency of the Public Health Nursing Association and the 
facilities of the new Clinic Room. 


The problem of the care of our elderly persons continues 
to be an acute one in spite of the full use of the Carroll County 
Convalescent Home in Ossipee and the Dorr Stop as well as a few 
smaller homes. 


We are very fortunate in having alert and competent per- 
sonell at our various recreation facilities, both at the beaches in 
the summer and the skating and skiing areas in the winter. We 
of the medical profession are always impressed at the excellent 
first aid given and the manner in which the victims of accidents 
in these areas are transported to the hospital.

To: Budget Committee: 
Mr. Chairman: 

On January 138, 1961 — 7:15 P. M. the Parks and Playground 
Commission met at the Selectmen’s office to review all expendi- 
tures on Town Parks and recreational facilities. All members 
were present — Mrs. Herbert Vinnecombe, Mrs. Frances Miliner, 
Sec., Mr. Paul Whalen, Mr. Charles Foss, Jr. and myself. 


The commission reports, although there was intelligent plann- 
ing, positive knowledge of material cost before purchase, and 
current labor rates, nevertheless our department closed this year 
with a deficit of $87.04. 


The Commissioners feel the recreational facilities our Towns 
people now enjoy warranted this small over expenditure to com- 
plete and make functional our different areas. 


However to clarify the Parks & Playgrounds Commissions 
position in reference to our deficit we feel justified in informing 
you that at no time were any bills incurred until we were advised 
of our current balance. Frankly, any reference to an error from 
an accounting point of view or an error in interpreting our current 
balance in view of the outstanding results that have been accom- 
plished would be mighty trite. Yet, if the Budget Committee 
desires to have specific facts presented concerning this deficit, 
we stand ready to give an oral explanation, not a written one. 


The following budget presented for your approval represents 
to the best of our collective judgments, basic costs to function in 
all our recreational areas efficiently. The compiled figures in- 
clude minimum wage scales, fixed expenses, average overating 
costs, current maintenance costs and seasonal preventative main- 
tenance.. 


The Parks & Playground Commission, no longer can be a 
Custodian Commission. To give our Towns people continuity of 
their recreational] facilities, the vote they cast in March to elect 
new commissioners to this department should be for persons of the 
caliber who will work hard, give freely of unscheduled time and 
dedicated to the advancement in all aspects of a genuine recrea- 
tional program for our townspeople. 


We trust the present Board of Commissioners has given a 
bit towards this end and sincerely hope the incoming commis- 
sioners will exceed our efforts for the future.

Report of the Public Health Nursing Committee 


1960 


The Public Health Nursing Service for Wolfeboro and Vi- 
cinity continued through the year 1960 with much the same pro- 
gram as for the past few years. Mrs. Olive Prince R. N., who 
had served as Public Health and School Nurse, resigned after 
three years of commendable work. The Nursing Commit- 
tee was very fortunate and happy to employ Mrs. Elizabeth 
Brown R. N. to carry on the service. During July and August 
Mrs. Nancy Bean R. N., was on call for district work. 


Dr. Harold Gregory did 511 physical examinations at Car- 
penter, Brewster, and Tuftonboro schools. Volunteers helped 
with this project, testing eyes and ears, doing heights and weights, 
and recording same. 414 urinalysis were done by the school 
nurse and hemoglobin tests were done on 398 students. 205 
children had Patch test with 95 follow-up chest X-Rays. 


Dental clinics have been continued, with Doctors Broderick 
and Kipp giving one morning a week to this project. Special 
funds have been raised for this clinic. 


Orthopedic Clinics sponsored by the Crippled Children’s 
Service of the state of New Hampshire were held in April and 
October. Follow up exercises are supervised by Mrs. Brown 
and Miss Hazel Leavitt of the Physical Therapy Department at 
Huggins Hospital. 


Immunization clinics were held at the Clinic Room of the 
hospital in March, April, and June. About 300 injections were 
given. One “walk-in” Salk Polio vaccine clinic was held in June. 
125 people took advantage of this opportunity and were im- 
munized. 


Wolfeboro is very fortunate to have Edwin Goodall M. D. on 
the Medical Staff of Huggins Hospital. He is an accredited 
ophthamologist, and has been most cooperative and helpful with 
the school program. A new eye testing machine has been pur- 
chased for use at the schools. The Lions Club of Wolfeboro has 
been most generous with aid for procuring glasses for children. 


In 1960 we joined the Lakes Region Family Service. This 
service makes available to us intelligent, trained assistance in 
child development, parent child relationship, physical and mental] 
illnesses and marital difficulties. Mrs. Brown works very closely 
with the overseers of the poor for Wolfeboro, Tuftonboro, and 
Carroll County, also the social workers for Old Age and the Pro- 
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bation Officer. She is able to help these workers and to serve the 
people who need aid. 


During 1960 over 300 nursing calls, and about 400 school 
home calls were made by our nurse. 


The Nursing Committee thanks everyone who has helped 
in any way to make this program a success.

Report of the Librarian 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro-Brewster Memorial 
Library: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending January 1, 
1961 is herewith presented. 


It has been an exceptionally busy year at the library with 
the circulation of books and magazines the largest in its history 
with 1959 the second largest. The patronage of our summer 
residents and guests contributed to this high figure as well as 
the continued increase of resident and non-resident adult use of 
the library. 


The telephone and the book deposit box have continued to 
be of increasing usefulness and convenience to the patrons and 
to the librarians. 


The librarian gave instruction to a Girl Scout group on the 
mending and preserving of books, and classes at Carpenter School 
have come to the library for instruction in the use of the library. 


An effort has been made to supply books to shut-ins, and 
it is hoped that this service may be extended in the future. 


At the annual meeting of the Women’s Society of the Con- 
gregational Church the librarian and assistant librarian gave 
brief book reviews of the books listed on the Church reading list 
which might be borrowed from the library. 


Holidays and other special occasions have been observed by 
exhibits and publicity. In August the ninetieth birthday of Miss 
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Flizabeth Brewster, librarian from 1908-1948, was observed at 
the library when a large group met to honor her. At this time 
two books were given to the library in appreciation of her long 
period of service. 


For National Library Week the Granite State News and its 
reporters not only gave the library publicity for its activities, 
but made possible an exhibit; the manager of the local theater 
showed a film; the Gray Birch Network publicized the library; 
a Brewster art student made the posters which Were shown with 
the book exhibit in the store owned by Mr. Corkum, a library 
trustee, and at the library; a Brewster history student exhibited 
posters which he made as a result of his correspondence with 
the presidential candidates; a local music teacher arranged in 
the library a display of old music books and articles pertaining 
to music; the Laconia Evening Citizen also gave publicity to 
the library. 


Children’s Book Week was observed by the exhibiting of 
new books and the telling of stories to the pupils at ae 
School. 


In the spring the librarian and assistant librarian attended a 
library meeting at Tuftonboro when the program was on the 
subject of children’s books. In the fall at the local library 
the librarians were hostesses to a library meeting on the subject 
of books for teenagers. 


The State Library through its mailing service and the visits 
of the bookmobile has continued a valuable service by making 
available to library patrons a large number of books. 


Many free and inexpensive pamphlets on various subjects 
have been catalogued. Work has continued on the picture file. 
Some paperbacks have been added, thus extending the book budget. 


The circulation of books and magazines for the year was 
35,517 of these classes: adult fiction, 14,489; non-fiction, 8,790; 
children’s, 12,288. Five hundred and nine new cards were issued. 
The largest day’s circulation was 278, and the smallest 40. Seven 
hundred and three books were added during the year, and of this 
number 153 were contributed. One hundred and forty-one books 
were borrowed by mail from the State Library and 574 by book- 
mobile. 


The librarian wishes to thank all of those friends who were 
so generous with an unusually large number of gifts of money 
and books.

Here is the report of the activities of the Libby Museum for 
the season of 1960. 


There was a total attendance of 4,668 people. These people 
came from 32 states, the District of Columbia, and 9 foreign 
countries: Canada, Mexico, Dominican Republic, Peru, Phillipines, 
Scotland, Germany, France and Switzerland. Donations received 
at the door totalled $1,108.87. 


Sale of publications showed a slight loss over last year. 
Post cards - $14.55; Indian Trails maps - $10.50; Town Histories 
7 for a total of $24.50. Sale of paintings - $10.00. 


We received gifts from twenty people - three more donors 
than last year. Twelve of these donors were from out of town, 
and eight of these were from other states. Gifts came from as 
far away as Tempe, Arizona. Such interest in the Museum is 
most rewarding. 


The art exhibit of local talent not only created a great deal 
of interest in the Museum, but also added a bit to our take. 


The pamphlets which we once again gave away proved to 
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be mest popular. About 900 left the Museum. ‘These are good 
advertisement for us. 


I want to thank you, the Selectmen, for your advice and help 
during this past summer. Also, I wish to thank the rest of the 
people who did various things for me in connection with the job.

The Wolfeboro Historical Society would like to submit a 
brief report of its activities in connection with the town’s prop- 
erty formerly known only as the Clark House. 


Since the Pleasant Valley Schoolhouse has been added, the 
more inclusive title of “Early American Living Museum’ has 
been developed and placed on a new street sign. A new descrip- 
tive sign has also been placed on the schoolhouse. 


It is proposd to open the buildings to the public next summer 
on Monday through Friday inclusive at 2:00 to 4:30 P. M. each 
week from July 3 to September 4. Special visits may be arranged 
at other times by telephoning Mrs. W. B. Herbert or R. E. 
Argersinger. 


The Society was especially pleased to have visits last Fall 
by four groups totalling about 60 pupils from Carpenter School 
and is giving a prize of $5.00 at the Carpenter School Com- 
mencement next June to the pupil submitting the best compo- 
sition, written as part of their regular school work, describing 
the visit. 

Both buildings have been painted during the year. A new 
flagstone walk has been laid from the Clark House to the school- 
house and the fence has been repaired and painted by volunteer 
labor from the members. 


Membership has increased about 60% and additional mem- 
bers will be welcomed. 


Nine well attended membership meetings have been held 
with addresses relating to Wolfeboro history. A very popular 
visiting trip to interesting old houses was also organized and 
will be repeated next summer together with some other unusual 
events. 


Unfortunately the Clark House is showing its age, particu- 
larly in connection with the chimney foundation which is ap- 
proaching a dangerous condition and for the repair of which 
we trust the town will grant the appropriation we have separately 
requested.

Fire Commissioners Report 
1960 


During the past year, due to deterioration of the roof of the 
station, it was necessary that the entire roof be replaced. This 
was done by Mr. EK. Herbert with the aid of station personnel 
at a cost of $406.00. It is felt that the new roof will preclude 
another such expenditure for a period of at least ten to fifteen 
years. 


Over the period of 1959-60 it has been necessary to expend 
sums in excess of $1000.00 exclusive of labor and general repairs 
to maintain proper operation of Hose 2 which is now twenty 
years old. We have repeatedly warned that this vehicle was 
approaching obsolescence, and lest the Department be confronted 
with further major breakdowns a modern replacement vehicle is 
of the utmost importance. Hence, an article for that purpose 
will appear in the 1961 warrant. It is hoped that the voters will 
take due cognizance of this necessity since it is their welfare 
which is at stake in this issue. 


In view of the unfortunate situation involving the town of 
Tuftonboro, your Commissioners entered into an agreement with 
the Tuftonboro Selectmen to assist in fire suppression in that town 
upon call from authorized persons. 


The agreement was made for a period of one year dating 
April 18, 1960 and provides for just compensation to the Depart- 
ment for the use of fire apparatus and to the men required to 
man it. It was felt that the citizens of Wolfeboro should not, 
under the existing conditions, be required to underwrite the 
suppression of fires in Tuftonboro. 


It is the continuing policy of the Department to supply the 
members out of range of the fire horns with alarm radios ener- 
gized by the municipal system. The Department now owns 16 
units strategically located for maximum effectiveness and efficien- 
ey. Additional units will be added as the budget will allow. 


On December 12, 1960, after the fire at the Rogers residence 
on North Main Street, our Deputy Chief, Mr. Lyle Colby, was 
taken with a heart seizure and passed away on route to the 
hospital. Dr. Allen, who was called on the case, determined that 
over-exertion was the cause of death. 


Mr. Colby had been a member of the Department for a 
period of some nineteen years, the latter part of which he devoted 
his full time to the duties of Deputy Chief. He was also an 
active member of the Carroll County Forest Fire Wardens Asso- 
ciation, and for a time served as treasurer of that organization. 
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The Chief and the Commissioners cannot speak too highly of Mr. 
Colby as a man and as a loyal member of the Department, which 
he served so well. His loss is keenly felt and his example of effi- 
ciency will serve as a criterion for many years to come. 


Your Commissioners wish to thank the Chief, the members 
of the Department, and the public for their continued cooperation 
in making our Fire fighting force one of the most outstanding in 
New Hampshire.

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


To the Board of Fire Commissioners and the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Wolfeboro: 


I herewith submit my reports for the year ending December 
Stee 960: 

The department responded to a total of 55 calls for the year 
which consisted of 12 box alarms, 40 still alarms, and 3 engineers 
calls. The total responses were for 22 dwelling fires of some form, 
2 fires in places of assembly, 1 fire in a mercantile building, 3 
fires in manufacturing plants, 7 grass fires, 4 automobile fires, 
4 smoke scares, 1 mischievious false alarm, 8 emergency and first 
aid calls, and 3 out of town fires. 

In responding to these calls the department traveled 212 miles, 
employed approximately 543 man hours of labor, used 4000 ft. of 
214 inch hose, 2600 ft. of 114” hose, 2100 ft. of booster hose, raised 
354 ft. of ladders, and used 80 lbs. of Dry Chemical. 

The estimated value of buildings and contents, where there 
was any fire loss, totaled $305,350.00. The insurance carried 
on these properties was $261,100.00 and the amount paid for 
fire and water damage was $35,231.60. There was one loss of 
about $750.00 not covered by insurance. 

The causes for the fires were open burning, dirty chimneys, 
careless disposal of smoking materials, careless handling of gaso- 
line, flooded or dirty oil heaters, defective electrical equipment, 
defective smoke pipe, overheated automobile transmission, light- 
ning strike, and children playing with matches. As may be seen 
from this list of fire causes a large majority of these fires could 
have been prevented by using a few simple safety precautions. 

There were 9 members of the department that attended 
the N. H. State Fire School at Fitzwilliams, N. H., where there 
were classes in actual fire fighting of building and oil fires, oper- 
ation of pumpers, hose evolutions, smoke mask drill, aeroplane 
crashes, and demonstrations of new equipment. 

The department issued 27 Oil Burner Installation Permits 
and 362 Burning Permits. Made several home inspections at the 
request of the owner and inspected both schools. Held fire drills 
in the schools and at the dormitories at Brewster Academy. 

Assistant Chief Lyle Colby was stricken with an acute heart 
attack after returning from a fire in December, and died within 
a few minutes after being removed from the station to the 
hospital. 

I want to thank the citizens of the town, the fire commis- 
sioners, the members of the fire department, the police depart- 
ment, water department, and highway department for their fine 
cooperation at all times.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


Generation 


A total of 7,922,630 kilowatt hours was generated during 1960 
which is an increase of 6.4% over 1959. Total sales increased 
569,175 kilowatt hours or 8.6%. It is interesting to note that 
the total generation increased 107% and sales increased 119% 
since 1950. The peak load for the year was 2270 kilowatts 1e- 
corded at 6:00 p. m. August 10. This peak was 220 kilowatts 
over the 1959 peak. The average summer peak (July and Aug- 
ust) was 1794 kilowatts. The winter peak (January and De- 
cember) was 1720 kilowatts and the average peak for this period 
was 1408 kilowatts. These figures, although of some interest, 
do show the effect of our summer load on the overall capacity of 
the Department and consequently the additional investment 
necessary to supply the summer demand. 


The 10 cylinder Model 38 D 8 4 opposed piston engine was 
completely overhauled during May. New liners, pistons and 
rings were installed. The early replacement of these parts can 
be attributed to the adverse effect of the No. 6 fuel oil. During 
the rebuilding of the engine several burrs on the main bearing 
bolts and washers were not discovered and consequently the bolts 
were not properly tightened. The explosive force of the pistons 
working on the improperly tightened bolts caused the upper 
crankshaft to fail after 1750 hours of operation. 


Distribution 

Conversion of the present 2400 volt Delta system to 4160Y 
has been rescheduled for the spring of 1961. Work is progress- 
ing satisfactorily and all necessary switches and instruments 
are now in stock. With the exceptions of Sewall Road and the 
Town Circuit all line work necessary for the conversion has been 
completed. 


To meet the continually increasing use of electricity 25 ad- 
ditional transformers totaling 406 K. V. A. were installed; 53 
poles were set and 14 customers changed from a 2 wire 120 V 
entrance to the more efficient 3 wire 240 V service. 


Although there were several hurricane scares no severe 
storms, such as experienced in 1954, hit our area Hurricane 
Donna of September 12, caused some line trouble on all circuits 
but no prolonged loss of power was experienced by any customers. 
The storm hit at 4:30 p. m. and the hurricane force winds split a 
large tree on South Main street. The tree fell on the primary 
wires and broke 3. Other outages were caused by fallen limbs, 
broken wires and blown line fuses. Complete service was re- 
stored by 7:30 a. m. September 13. 
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General 

The use of electricity for home heating continues to increase 
throughout the country. A total of 404,802 kilowatt hours was 
sold for electric house heating at an average cost to the custo- 
mer of .015 per kilowatt hour. The all electric home is no longer 
a product of the drawing boards but is being enjoyed by several 
customers of the Department. Electricity is the most efficient 
and least expensive servant you can hire. 


Every effort is made to maintain continuous service, how- 
ever, conditions beyond the control of the Department may cause 
an occasional service interruption. The cooperation of those 
served in reporting loss of service will assist the repair crews in 
locating and correcting the trouble. Customers should call even 
though they assume that the outage has been reported.

Gentlemen: 

Submitted herewith is the report of an examination and audit of 
the accounts of the Town of Wolfeboro which was made by this Division, 
acting under authority of Chapter 71, Section 27, of the Revised Statutes 
Annotated, which provides in part as follows: 

“Audit on Motion of Commission. The (Tax) Commission 
may cause an audit to be made of the accounts of any city, 
town, school district, village district or precinct, as often as 
once in two years, or whenever conditions appear to it to 
warrant such audit.” 
This audit covered the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, and the 
period from January 1st to September 27th, 1960. Exhibits as hereafter 
listed are included as part of the report. Also included is a Statistical 
Table ‘presenting a Ten Year Statement of Indebtedness, Valuation and 
Taxes. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records 
of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, High- 
way Department, Water and Sewer Department and Electric Department. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets: December 31, 1958 - December 31, 1959: 
(Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1958 and Decem- 
ber 31, 1959, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein the 
Net Debt decreased by $22,044.36 during the year 1959. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town during 
the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the 
change indicated therein. These were as follows:

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Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures - Estimated

Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, esti- 
mated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, 
are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the budget 
summary (Exhibit A-4), a revenue surplus of $14,470.92, less a net over- 
draft of appropriations of $9,974.82, resulted in a net budget surplus 
of $4,496.10. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 

A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1959, made up in accordance with the uniform 
classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the 
Treasurer’s balance as of September 27th, 1960, is indicated in Exhibit G. 


Departmental Accounts: (Exhibits E-1, E-2 & E-3) 

Summarized statements of the Highway, Water & Sewer and Muni- 
cipal Electric Departments for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, 
are presented in Exhibits E-1, E-2 & E-3, respectively. 

Statement of Long Term Indebtedness: (Exhibit F) 


A statement of outstanding long term indebtedness as of December 
31, 1959, showing annua] debt service requirements, is contained in 
Exhibit F. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and 
audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks were compared with supporting 
invoices and jpayrolls as well as entries in the books of record. Receipts 
were checked by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and 
expenditures verified. Book balances were verified by comparison with 
reconciled bank balances made from statements obtained from deposi- 
tory banks. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Indebtedness, Valuation and Taxes: 

Table I presents a Ten Year Statement of Indebtedness, Valuation 
and Tables. It will be noted that during the period from December 31, 
1949 to December 31, 1959, the Net Debt increased from $114,022.40 to 
$368,279.26. Outstanding long term notes and bonds increased from 
$121,700.00 to $396,288.00. 


During the same period the assessed valuation of taxable property 
increased from $4,010,945.00 to $8,343,567.00 or 108%. The amount of 
the annual tax levy increased from $208,379.00 to $361,546.00 or 74%. 


The average local tax rate decreased from $5.12 to $4.30 per hundred, 
compared to the average rate for the State which increased from $4.31 
to $5.37 during this period. 


Current Surplus: 

It is noted that the current surplus (excess of total assets over 
current liabilities) increased from $22,164.19 to $28,194.55, during the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, as shown herewith:

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Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of Municipal Budget Law: 

It is noted that in the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959, there was 
a net overdraft of appropriations amounting to $9,974.82. In other words, 
total expenditures exceeded total appropriations by this amount as 
indicated herewith: 


Overdrafts of Appropriations $16,383 14 
Unexpended Balances of Appropriations 6,408 32 
Net Overdraft of Appropriations $9,974 82 


It may be stated, however, that included in this amount was an 
overdraft in the “overlay” account which amounted to $1,918.50. Inas- 
much as the amount which is raised for “overlay” is determined by the 
Selectmen rather than appropriated by the town meeting, it is not 
strictly speaking an appropriation account. Therefore the actual net 
overdraft of budgetary appropriations would be as follows: 

Net Overdraft of Appropriations $9,974 82 

Less: Overdraft in Overlay Account LGLO 


Actual Net Overdraft of Budgetary Appropriations $8,056 32 


In accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Budget Law, 
R.S.A. Chapter 32, application should have been made to the Tax Com- 
mission by the Board of Selectmen, with the approval of the Budget 
Committee, for a certificate of emergency authorizing expenditures in 
excess of budgetary appropriations. 


Motor Vehicle Permits: 
Attention is called to R.S.A. Chapter 260, Section 25-a, which provides 
in part as follows: 


“260:25-a Refunds. No portion of any permit fee once paid 
shall be repaid to any {person.” 


In accordance with the provisions of this section of the law, an 
applicant for a transfer permit within the same fiscal year is not en- 
titled to any refund in case the amount of the second permit is less than 
the amount of the first. This would apply to permits issued prior to 
April 1st as well as those issued thereafter. 


It is also noted that a fee of fifty cents should be collected in every 
case where a transfer of ownership of a motor vehicle is involved, 
regardless of whether the transfer takes place before or After April 1st. 
CR praeezou:2o) 


Conclusion: 

The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, require that the 
summary of findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) of this 
report shall be published in the next annual report of the Town. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Wolfeboro for 
their assistance during the course of the audit.
